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According to back files of The 
Hamlin Herald, TheCelotex Corpo­ 
ration became sole owners of Texas 
Cement Plaster Company following 
the stroke of ”12" midnight, March 
15, 1945, to begin what is now being 
celebrated as the 25th Anniversary 
of the Celotex Corporation in Ham­ 
lin. 
According to the story, 
the 
change over was very simple as 
nothing really changed except the 
ownership name. All branches and 
employees of this gypsum products 
manufacturing enterprise, including 
all properties at "Plasterco” and at 
Longworth, both in Fisher County, 
were asked to keep on, "as they 
were. " 
The 
Texas 
Cement Plaster 
Company was established in Fisher 
County in 1910 by S. M. Gloyd of 
Oklahoma City. 
So while we are congratulating 
Celotex on their 25 years in Hamlin 
and all that they have meant to the 
community over the years we can 
also look back and see that this area 
has been blessed for 60 years with 
all the benefits that a manufacturing 
plant of this type can mean to a com­ 
munity. 
Many changes have taken place 
at the plant since Celotex took over 
in 1945 to keep the plant up-to-date 
and only those employees who have 
been through them all would fully 
realize most of these changes. 
One big change that for the most 
part went un-noticed to the general 
public but was important to the fu­ 
ture of the local plant was the ac­ 
quisition of the Celotex Corporation 
by the Jim Walter Corporation in 
1964.

We have very few organiza­ 
tions that have not been helped at one 
time or another by the people of 
Celotex, in fact, we have few orga­ 
nizations that do not have at least 
one or more of these fine people as 
members.

The late Bowen Pope, editor of 
the Herald at the time Celotex took 
over wrote the following: 
"Just what will happen to the 
name ’Plasterco’? It, of course, 
meant ’Texas Cement Plaster Co.' 
Wonder if some day, we Hamlin 
people will be saying ’out at Celo­ 
tex’? That would not be hard to line 
up to. A ’Celotex man' herafter in 
this community, is a fellow who is 
employed at the Celotex Plaster 
Plant. But it makes no difference 
what the name, the gyp dirt and gyp 
rock and the gyp dust will be the 
prevailing color for what the men do 
out at the ’m ill’. 
"Hamlin people extend a hearty 
welcome to the new firm and hope 
that they will find that they have made 
even a better investment than ex­ 
pected. ” 
Today, we indeed do refer to 
"out at Celotex" and we hope that they 
did make a better investment than 
they expected and that it continues 
to be a good investment for Celotex 
and its parent company, Jim Walter 
Corporation.

All herds having laboratory 
confirmed cases of hog chol­ 
era will be depopulated under 
the supervision of state and 
federal veterinarian. A 21 day 
waiting period is necessary 
before the producer

back into the hog business, 
says Clayton.

From Truck Driver to Board Chairman 
Is Success Story of James W. Walter

The success story of James 
W. Walter, now chairman of 
the -boards of 
Jim Walter 
Corporation and The Celotex 
Corporation, started with a 
two-lined classified ad in The 
Tampa Tribune on Oct. 13, 
1946. Then a $50-a-week truck 
driver, the 24-year old Wal­ 
ter noticed a classified ad of­ 
fering “nice little unfinished 
houses” for $895. To the new­ 
ly married 
Navy veteran, 
this seemed like a good buy, 
particularly in view of the 
$50 a month he was paying 
for a rented apartment. On 
a page with 256 other ads, 
the 
small ad had cost only 
60 cents, but contained an 
idea 
which grew into a di­ 
versified 
financial 
empire? 
with annual sales exceeding 
$300 million. 
Walter bought one of the 
advertised houses, 
but he 
neved lived there. Instead he 
sold the little house for a $300 
profit and 
returned to the 
builder, 
O. L. 
Davenport, 
with an ieda for even more 
profits. 
The two formed a 
partnership 
and 
struggled 
along until one day they in­ 


creased the size of their ad. 
'Til never forget that day 
if I live 
to be a 
million,” 
Walter 
reminisces. 
“Cars 
were backed up for blocks as 
people waited to hear how a 
house could sell for such a 
small price.” At day’s end, 
they had sold — for cash — 
27 houses and the shell home 
industry was launched. 
The young 
company met 
with success and two years 
later Walter bought out his 
partner’s interest for about 
$50,000. He soloed with the 
business for a while and later 
added two partners — J. O. 
Alston and Arnold F. Saraw. 
In 1956 the company was in­ 
corporated 
and was listed 
on the New Yor k Stock Ex­ 
change in 1964. Alston is now 
president and Saraw, secre- 
tary-treasurer, of Jim Walt­ 
er Corporation. 
Walter recognized a form­ 
erly neglected market consist­ 
ing of hundreds of thousands 
of Americans 
with incomes 
less than 
$4,000 — farmers, 
field hands, mechanics, labor­ 
ers, 
ranchers; 
men 
who 
worked 
with their hands; 


men who previously had not 
been considered as prospects 
for homes of their own. 
What Jim Walter offered 
buyers was a "shell” home, 
completely finished on the out­ 
side and with floors and in­ 
terior partition studs on the 
inside. The new buyer then 
realized substantial 
savings 
by finishing the interior him­ 
self. 
Tile idea caught on. riding 
the crest of the do-it-yourself 
era. To date the company has 
sold more that 170,000 homes, 
financing 
90 percent of its 
sales 
and making it one of 
the country’s leading mort­ 
gagees. At one point more 
than 
200 
companies 
com­ 
prised the shell home industry, 
but today Walter stands a- 
lone 
in the 
field, 
building 
nearly 10,000 houses per year 
in some 20 states. 
As the company 
grew 
subsidiaries were formed to 
handle needed services, such 
as mortgage financing, 
fire 
insurance, title insurance, ad­ 
vertising and building ma­ 
terials supply.
